G.S.R. 2(E).—In exercise . of the powers conferred by Section 8, read with sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 5, of the Official Languages Act, 1963 (19 of 1963), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:—- 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Official 
Languages (Manner of Authorisation of Hindi Translation of Bills) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 1976. 

2. Manner of authorisation of Hindi translation of Bills to be introduced in Parliament 
and amendments thereto..—A translation in Hindi of the authoritative text in the English 
language of all Bills to be introduced, or amendments thereto to be moved, in cither 
House of Parliament shall be authorised in the following manner, namely:—• 

(a) in the oase of a Government Bill or any amendment to a Bill moved by Go¬ 

vernment, by the concerned Minister, by affixing his signature on a copy 
of such translation; 

(b) in the case of a Private Member’s Bill or any amendniwm. uiyv^i by a Private 

Member, by an Officer duly authorised by the Secretariat of the Rajya 
Sabha or the Lok Sabha, as the case may be, by affixing his signature on a 
copy of such translation.
